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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in or 
related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been sub¬ 
mitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom col¬ 
lects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL reflect 
the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, whose 
cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in 
order to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more 
easily, while benefitting from work published in peripheral fields. Each issue 
of NL is now paged separately, rather than consecutively within each issue, 
and an abstract can therefore be identified by the number together with the 
abstract number, for example, 81-1. Most entries are grouped together with 
the cultural, geographical, or typological sections. In addition, the section 
Technology and Methodology lists works in which reeendy developed techni¬ 
ques for numismatic study are described or significantly applied. At the end 
of each section is a list of numbered cross references to abstracts with related 
material in other sections. The revisions in format introduced in NL 117 
distinguish the different fields of ancient study opposed to the broad defini¬ 
tions applied in Head’s Historia Numorum. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical tide abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. 
In this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications 
in many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient com¬ 
pilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcomed and may be 
addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that par¬ 
ticipation will continue to grow.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the authors) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman 
alphabet. If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian 
or Spanish, the original title should be followed by a translation into one 
of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must 
also be given.: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a Festschrift 
or Proceedings of a congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete title of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page nunbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include 
specific information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s 
attention, and the title is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographic 
information alone may be given and the abstract omitted. 
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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of 
the content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract 
does not offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depend¬ 
ing upon the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract 
may be desirable when the original publication is not readily available or 
is written in a language most readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will 
be published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name 
of the abstractor. 

Non-Current Titles 

The International Editor of Numismatic Literature maintains a control file, 
grouped by country of publication, of all new title cards entered into the 
Society’s library card catalogue. Cards are removed from this control file 
as the relevant tides are received from the Contributing Editors. Tide cards 
in the control file are published as they become three years old in order to 
prevent omission of these ddes. Publication of such entries is necessarily 
limited to bibliographical information only.

Abstracts intended for publication in the March issue of Numismatic Literature 
should be received at the editorial office of The American Numismatic Socie¬ 
ty, Broadway at 155th Street, New Ybrk, NY 10032, no later than 15 
November of the preceding year; abstracts for the September issue should 
be received no later than 15 May of the same year.

96 ASHTON, RICHARD H.J. A pseudo-Rhodian drachm from Kaunos. 
SM Vol. 38 No. 151 (1988) pp. 67-70 illus. 

The author attributes to Kaunos a unique pseudo-Rhodian drachm with the 
magistrate’s name Megistos, and dates it to not long before Kaunos’ liberation from 
Rhodian suzerainty in 166 BC. The very rare name Megistos also occurs on some 
post-167 BC Athena/sheathed sword hemidrachms of Kaunos. (Author) 

97 ASHTON, RICHARD. Rhodian Coinage and the Colossus. RV(1988) 
pp. 75-90. 

No account of the outward appearance of the Colossus of Rhodes survives from 
antiquity, and more recent attempts to identify it in extant pieces of ancient art are 
unconvincing. The author suggests that the head of the Colossus is depicted on a 
short-lived special series of Rhodian didrachms (BMC 41) struck in parallel with the 
mint’s regular output in the early 3rd century BC. The author provides a chronology 
of Rhodian coinage (principally didrachms) between ca. 333-ca. 230 BC. (Author) 
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98 BARAG, DAN. A Silver Coin of Yofranan the High Priest and the 
Coinage of Judaea in the 4th Century BC. INJ Vol. 9 (1986-87, publ. 
Jerusalem 1988) pp. 4-21 illus. 

A hemiobol of the type known with the legend Yebizkiya the Fecha (governor) 
was found to read “Yohanan the Priest” in Paleo-Hebrew letters. The author surveys 
connected issues and concludes that the coin is an issue of the Judaean High Priest 
Yohanan III, the son of Jaddua II, who officiated ca. 350-340 BC. (Arnold Spaer) 

99 BARKAY, RAHEL. A New Variant of a Coin of Alexander II Zebinas. 
INJ Vol. 9 (1986-87, Jerusalem, 1988) p. 26 illus. 

This small copper coin bears a prow on the obverse and an aphlaston on the reverse. 
Both types are known for this king, but apparently have not been published previously 
as combined on 1 coin. (Arnold Spaer) 

100 BECKER, FELIX. Ein Fund von 75 milesischen Obolen. SNR Vol. 
67 (1988) pp. 5-42 illus. 

A hoard of 75 archaic obols from Miletus is used for a complete stylistic and 
typological analysis of the series. The coins are dated to ca. 540/530-494 BC.

The first volume (in 2 parts, text and plates) of the projected 3-volume catalogue 
of Greek coins in the Cabinet at Winterthur. It contains a short history of the collec¬ 
tion, a bibliography and 15 indices. This volume includes coins from Spain through 
the Cycladic island of Thera. Every coin is illustrated on 102 plates and all inscrip¬ 
tions are given in a remarkably accurate facsimile printing. The collection is par¬ 
ticularly strong in unusual varieties and has a highly representative series of minor 
denominations and bronzes.

The phenomenon of synoecism in Arcadia, traditionally referring to the 4th cen¬ 
tury BC, is redated by the author to the preceding century and is intimately con¬ 
nected with the activity of the so-called arkadikon coinage. These halfdrachms, seman¬ 
tically connected with the ethnic root of the issuing cities, were struck for many dif¬ 
ferent reasons: to pay soldiers, to finance public works in the cities of the area, as 
well as to cover the costs of political propaganda concerning the unity of Arcadia.

571 
coins are described with complete descriptions, bibliographies, maps, regional and 
city introductions, selected enlargements and, when needed, highly enlarged detail 
photographs of artists’ signatures. The detailed discussions include a number of new 
theories, including the reidentification of the Punic RSMLQRT as a military unit 
rather than a site, as well as cogent observations on the identity of die cutters who 
produced unsigned dies for a number of cities. In general, the catalogue can serve 
as an up-to-date survey, incorporating all the most recent scholarship, on the cities 
and states involved.

The numismatic material from the excavations of Seuthopolis, an early hellenistic 
center in Thrace and capital of the dynast Seuthes III, is studied. Pre-Roman coins

economic and political) are thus differentiated in 2 main categories: (1) problems 
connected with the Kingdom of Seuthes III in particular, and (2) problems connected 
with other dynasts in Thrace in general. Analyses of these problems show that, in 
the process of its development, the Kingdom of Seuthes did not yield pride of place 
to the basic laws and trends in the formation and development of the rest of the early 
hellenistic world. The simultaneous existence of several independent dynasts in Thrace 
is also proven, each of whom ruled over a separate domain with its own capital.

They thus mark an early, first reign of Antiochus who, it is suggested, may have 
been promoted by his mother Cleopatra Thea in a failed attempt to capture and 
retain the Seleucid throne during the brief period between the departure of Demetrius 
II from Antioch, which then revolved against him, and the city’s acceptance of Alex¬ 
ander II Zabinas, a pretender successfully advanced as Seleucid king by Cleopatra’s 
uncle, Ptolemy VII.

It is possible that the area of Razgrad had been one 
of the centers of local imitative coinage of Macedonian coins. This area in antiquity 
was the land of the Getii; among the ports on the Black Sea were Calads and Odessos, 
which facilitated trade and military contact with the cities and kings of the eastern 
Mediterranean.

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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in or 
related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been sub¬ 
mitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom col¬ 
lects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL reflect 
the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, whose 
cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in order 
to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more easily, 
while benefitting from work published in peripheral fields. Each issue of NL 
is now paged separately, rather than consecutively within each issue, and 
an abstract can therefore be identified by the number together with the 
abstract number, for example, 81-1. Most entries are grouped under broad 
cultural, geographical, or typological sections. In addition, the section 
Technology and Methodology lists works in which recendy developed techni¬ 
ques for numismatic study are described or significady applied. At the end 
of each section is a list of numbered cross references to abstracts with related 
material in other sections. The revisions in format introduced in NL 117 
distinguish the different fields of ancient study opposed to the broad defini¬ 
tion applied in Head’s Historia Numorum. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The author 
index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical title abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. 
In this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications 
in many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient com¬ 
pilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcomed and may be ad¬ 
dressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that par¬ 
ticipation will continue to grow.

Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 


Bibliographic Information 


All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the authors) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman 
alphabet. If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian 
or Spanish, the original tide should be followed by a translation into one 
of these lanaguages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must 
also be given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a Festschrift 
or Proceedings of a Congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete tide of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include 
specific information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s 
attention, and the tide is fully descriptiive of the contents, the bibliographic 
information alone may be given and the abstract omitted. 
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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of 
the content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract 
does not offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depen¬ 
ding upon the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract 
may be desirable when the original publication is not readily available or 
is written in a language most readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will 
be published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name 
of the abstractor. 


Non-Current Titles 


The International Editor of Numismatic Literature maintains a control file, 
grouped by country of publication, of all new title cards entered into the 
Society’s library card catalogue. Cards are remained from this control file 
as the relevant tides are received from the Contributing Editors. Tide cards 
in the control file are published as they become three years old in order to 
prevent omission of these tides. Publication of such entries is necessarily 
limited to bibliographical information only.
